Since Todorov when V leaves will lose his job and ihat when he~ returfc“sll„ 
he will have to be supported with about $250 per month until he finds 
another job or for this purpose a sum of about $1000 should be reserved* 

In case that TOdorov leaves Bulgaria illegally he must be given assistanc 
e at once so that he can renter Canada for which purpose there must be 
provldeinot less than $1000. 

In general the financial expenditures will be about $5,500. I*m taking 
care of the" preparation of Todbrov by keeping in frequent contact with 
him, however before hie departure, he must undergo some training 
*n order to assure the success of the operation. WaJll -discuea- this * 
later. Of course during the period of this training ve must accept all 
costs in connection with Todorov’s maintenance,
